Memorandum from the Joint Chiefs of Staff on "The Anglo-Iranian 
Problem", was submitted to the Council at the request of the 
Secretary of Defense as NSC 117. At its meeting on November 20, 
the Senior Staff agreed that NSC 117 should be listed in the 
Status of Projects as a reference in connection with the project 
on the Rastern Mediterranean and Middle East, rather than as a 
separate item. Subsequently the subject of the letter project 
was changed from the "Eastern Mediterranean and the Middle East" 
to "The Area of the Arab States, Iran and Israel.” 


The Senior Staff at its meeting on March 6 in connection with a 
discussion of a draft report on “United States Objectives and 
Policies With Respect to the Area of the Arab States, Iran and 
‘Israel During the Perlod of the Cold War" agreed that this draft 
report should include the Arab States, Israel and the Middle 
Kast Command (adopted by the Council as NSC 129/1), but not 
Iran, which was to be covered by the forthcoming revision of 
NSC 107/2.
